AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 90-45 AND ORDINANCE NO. 
91-25 (CODE ENFORCEMENT CITATION SYSTEM 
ORDINANCE), AS FOLLOWS: AMENDING SCHEDULE "'A" 
BY ADDING ULDC CODE PROVISION, SECTION 
6.4(D) (83) (TEMPORARY SALES WITH OR WITHOUT A 
TENT OR TEMPORARY STRUCTURE, WITHOUT SPECIAL 
PERMIT FROM ZONING DIVISION); ADDING ULDC 
SECTION 4 (PALM BEACH COUNTY WATER AND 
IRRIGATION CONSERVATION ORDINANCE) ; AND 
RENUMBERING EXISTING CODE PROVISIONS 
ENFORCEABLE BY THE CITATION SYSTEM ORDINANCE 
8O AS TO REFLECT THE INCORPORATION OF ALL OF 
THESE CODE PROVISIONS WITHIN THE UNIFORM LAND 
DEVELOPMENT CODE (ULDC) ; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Section 162.21, Florida Statutes, permits 


local governing bodies to establish a Code Enforcement 


Citation System; and 


WHEREAS, a citation system will permit the assessment of 


civil penalties against persons violating county ordinances as 


- specified in Schedule "A", attached hereto; and 


WHEREAS, a Code Enforcement Citation System will promote, 
protect and improve the health, safety and welfare of the citizens 
of Palm Beach County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

| Code Enforcement Citation System Ordinance, is hereby amended to 


add the following in the appropriate order: 


| SECTION 1. TITLE 


This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Code 


Enforcement Citation Ordinance of Palm Beach County, Florida. 


SECTION 2. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: 





All local laws and ordinances applying to the 
unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any 


provision of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 
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SECTION 3. SEVERABILITY: 


If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or 


_ word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 


unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 
SECTION 4. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 

The provision of this ordinance shall become and be made 


a part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 


'F"FLorida:. The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or 


relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section", "article", or any other appropriate word. 
SECTION 5. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective 
upon receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
